But again Clews & Co. say the proceeds of 
the two million issue of gold bonds have been 
applied to paying off old bonds, “and to the 
purchase of a new capitol building and Exz- 
ecutice mansion.”

Why Messrs. Clews, the Legislature au- 
thoized a new capitol building and Executive 
mansion to be paid for in a certain amount of 
currency bonds, and not in the cash proceeds 
of gold bonds. If you have stated the truth 
about this matter, then there has been a fraud 
perpetrated that the Legislature will do well 
to look into. And Governor Bullock and his 
agents, Clews & Co., have transcended the law 
and misappropriated the securities of the 
State of Georgia. : 

The old bonds legitimately to be paid off, 
amounted to about four hundred thousand 
dollars; and we raised a clamor at the time 
that Gov. Bullock had brought the State’s 
credit to that point, that two millions of gold 
bonds were needed to-raise that amount. We 
claimed it was an immensely excessive issue 
of bonds for the ‘purpose. But if Clews & 
Co. say rightly, the over issue is explained in 
part, and fraud is apparent. But this, or a 
part of it, must be another mistake of Clews 
& Co. 

Both of the men from who the new build- 
ings were bought got their bonds, and ac- 
cording to all accounts found it no easy mat- 
ter to dispose of them, and probably have 
some on hand now, unless Clews & Co. have 
paid them, as they say, and if they have, it is 
a fraud and needs investigation. 

But again, Clews & Co. say that many of 
the railroads getting the State’s endorsement 
have surrendered the privilege. | 

Will Clews & Co. be kind enough to state 
what railroads have made this surrender. 
Some have not availed themselves of the 
privilege, but we have yet to learn of any 
surrender. Clews & Co. make other errone- 
ous statements. We have not time to notice 
them. 

Now, if Clews & Co. will confine them- 
selves to the statement of what they know, 
they will not stand in the unenviable position 
of periling their great financial name
